Now, this new ex- 
pedient of placing some of Ibo popular mem- 
bers in that Oouncil for the purpose of giving 
their advice therein, was of course considered 
a great favor and boon to tbe people— that in 
tact they; through these their- Tepresentativee, 
would havo the power and privilege ot adri- 
sing tbe Executive on all subjects. I main- 
ta n, therefore, that they sit in the Executive 
Council as Privy Councillors only. Tbey are 
th-re to advise, and if ihey are there for any 
other purpose, so much the worse for the peo' 
plo. They aro aa truly and solely representa.. 
lives of the people in the Executive Council 
•8 tbey are in the Legislative Council, and in 
no way form a portion of what is called the 
Cabinet. It is the same in England— all Mins 
iaters are Privy Councillors | but there is a 
crowd of Privy Councillors wbo form no part 
of the Cahinet. 

•Since, therefore, in the next Oonncil we are 
promised a largo addition of popular members 
to seats in the Executive Oouoo'il, the people 
II bo grievously gulled and deceived, if this 
auhjecl ii not properly understood. When, 
therefore, a popular member is placed in that 
Council, lot his constituents closely watch his 
conduct, for he is there to advise in their bej 
half and for that purpose is quite unlettered 
in bis votes— and as I cannot too often repeat 
is a Privy Cooiiclllor only,«nd is not a mem- 
ber of the real Exeontive. .
